W. F. Puffer, the Liberal qember 
for Lacombe. moved the adjournment 
of the legislative assembly on Satur- 
day afternoon in order to cadl atten- 
tion to the published report-of a com- 
mittee of Calgary citizens, containing 
serious allegations concerning the 
conduct of the soldiers quartered in 

* the southern city, Characterizing the 
report as “pakpably false.” Mr, Puffer 
said that one of his own sone is with 
the troops at Calgary, and he had 
visited the ‘barracks on many occa 
sions and everything that he had seen 
had always given him feeling of in 
tense pride in the who had left 
their homes throughout the province 
in order to join the colors and assist 
the empire Chief Cuddy, of Calgary, 
had also authoized him to say that not 
n single complaint had been made to 
his department regarding improper 
conduct on the part of the soldiers, 
and he had never seen a body of men 
so well conducted, 

T. M. Tweedie, the Conservative 
member for Centre Calgary, tated 
that the report was “absolutely false,’ 
and although it might have been pre 
pared in good faith, it seemed to hin 
that the committe displayed an over 
zeal in undertaking something tha 
they were not called upon to assume

stating that the publication of the 
speeches in the press would answer 
the purpose he had in view, 

During the course of his remarks 
Mr. Puffer said he felt that some re- 
cogntion of the matter should be tak- 
en by the house in order to rept 
what he conceived to be a gre 
wrong perpetrated on the military 
férces quartered in the provinee, The 
report in question alleged constant 
drunken and dissolute habits on the 
part of the soldiers, and added that 

: members of the committee had been 
insulted and assaulted by soldiers 
and supporters of hotels, and one 
member of the committee had been 
surrounded and beaten, 

Gone Beyond Truth, 

Mr. Puffer said there was no‘ ques- 
tion as to the right of the committee 
to ask for the closing of the bars at 

en in the evening, but in producing 

arguments to support that request 
they had gone far beyond the realm 
of truth, and had cast a slur on thous- 
ands of well-conducted young men 
who belonged to respectable families 
in the province. There was nothing to 
substantiate the statements that had 
been made, and ‘t was deplorable that 
such a report head been issued
